THE  HOLY  SPIRIT  IN  THE 
TEACHING  OF  JESUS. 

The  classic  passages  of  Jesus' 
upon  the 'Holy  Spirit  are  ftrttB#- 
in  the  14th,  15th  and  16th  chap, 
tecs  of  the  Gospel  of  John. 
There  is  revealed  in  these  por- 
tions of  our  Lord’s  teaching  a 
wealth  of  truth  ou  the  nature, 
personality  and  work  of  the 
Spirit  whioh  we  find  nowhere 
else  in  the  four  Gobpels.  These 
passages  are  of  sufficient  im 
portance  to  justify  a quotation 
in  full,  even  at  the  expense  of 
brevity.  In  chapter  14:10,  26, 
Jesus  says:  "And  I' will  pray 
the  Father,  and  he  shall  give 
you  another  Comforter,  that  he 
may  be  with  you  forever,  even 
the  Spirit  of  Truth;  * * But 
the  Comforter,  even  the  Holy 
Spirit,  whom  the  Father  will 
send  in  my  name,  he  shall  teach 
you  all  things,  and  bring  to  your 
remembrance  all  that  I said  jinto 
you"1’  Again,  in  chapter  15:26: 
“But  when  the  Comforter  is 
come,  whom  I will  send  unto  you 
from  the  "Father,  even  the  Spirit 
of  Truth,  which  proceedeth  from 
the  Father,  he  shall  bear  witness 
of  me.’’

The  word,  cqjnforter,  domes 
from  two  Latin  words,,  primti 
illy,  “coir"  and  “fortt*,”  jt'con- 
fortur”'  and  means  “on#  who 
strengthen*,'’  “one  giving  MM via- 
turn”  “ a giver  of  courage  or  good 
cheer.”  While  the  Greek  Jword 
Paracleto*  means  somethin!*} uite 
different.  It  literally^leans, 
“one  who  i.s  callol  to  theifldc*  of 
another  to  aid  him  in  a <Art  of 
justice;”  “an  advoCatA”  “a 
pleader,”  and  was  more  .gener- 
ally applied  to  the  eounMl  fqr 
the  defense.”  The  "iluv  ideu 
in  the  word  is  that  of  “od»  sum- 
moned to  plead  a cause,”  not 
one  who  “exhorts,”  or  “com 
forts,  or  strengthen.”  If  these 
lust  enter  into  iho  mealing  at 
all,  it  is  on#  incidentally^  That 
such  was  the  meaning  Qt-  Para- 
cleto*,  in  common  usage  kmong

I will  send  you  another  Lawyer, 
Advocate.  The  importance  of 
this  contention  wlllappear  when 
we  come  to  consider- the  work  of 
the  Holy  Spirit. 

3.  Once  more,  the  Holy  Spirit 
is  called  the  Spirit  of  Truth. 
The  Spirit  is  the  agency  by 
whom  the  truth  is  realized  in  the 
hearts  and  lives  of  the  believers, 
through  whom  the  truth  finds 
expression.  -The  Spirit  in- 
terprets the  truth,  en 
forces  the  truth.  Hence  he 
is  called  the  Spirit  of  truth. 
We  may  close  this  article  with 
the  reflection,  that  Jesus'  whole 
teaching  in  this  connection, 
places  the  coming  of  the  Spirit 
and  eutrauce  upon  his  work  as 
something  in,  the  future  from 
the  speaker's  }x>int  of  observa- 
tion and  time.  Not  that  he  had 
not  been  in  the  wjrld  before." 
He  was  with  the  Old  Testament 
saints;but  his  distinct  person- 
ality and  work  had  not  been  re- 
vealed  to  them.'  The  Spirit  was 
with  Jesus,  was  in  Him,  remain- 
ed in  Him,  clothed  Him  with 
power,  was  the  impulsive  force 
of  his  activities,  was  conferred 
by  him  as  aa  influence  upoq  those 
whom'  He  sent  out.  But  the 
presence  of  Jesus  in  bodily  form 
precluded  the  possibility  and 
the  necessity  of  the  Spirit’s 
presence  and  power  in  His  per- 
sonality. “If  I go  not  & way, 
the  advocate  will  not  come.  ” 


THE  BAPTISTS  AND  PUBLIC 
MONEY. 

Someone  asks,  “Did  the  Bap- 
tists ever  receive  assistance  from 
the  State  in  their  educational 
work?”  The  answer  is  simple, 
“They  have.  ” Madison  Univer- 
sity of  .New  York  received  aid 
from  the  State  of  New  York.  ■ 
Rochester  University  did  the 
same.  Anderson  Hall,  named 
after  its  honored  President,  M. 
B.  Anderson,  was  built,  in  part, 
out  of  public  money.  Mount 
Lebanon  University,  at  Mount 
Lebanon,  La.,  received  $10,000 
from  the  State  in  its  early  his- 
tory. The  Southwestern  Uni- 
versity, located  at  Jackson, 
Tenn.,  is  now  using  about  $40,- 
000  of  the  State's  money.  Mercer 
University  received  from  the 
city  of  Macon,  Ga.,  a sum  of 
money  raised  by  municipal  taxa- 
tion. This  sum  had  much  to  do  ‘ 
with  the  location  of  the  school  in 
that  city.  Of  course  this  was  all 
wrong;  is  wrong  now.  Let  us 
hope  our  Baptist  people  will  yet 
right  the  wrong  by  returning  the 
money.  It  is  a blot  on  the  pages 
of  our  history.  '
